HOW TO GROW CARNATIONS. 


The carnation likes a sunny situation 
and should be free from the immediate 
neighborhood of the taller plants: A little 
soot and ashes may be scattered between 
the rows and work into the soil with hene- 
fit to the plants. They should be culti- 
vated thoroughly during the summer and 
aboundantly supplied with water. Carna- 
tions, from seed, grown jn the oppen 
ground, will not give many flowers the 
first season, being properly a biennial, 
but should be well protected during win- 
ter, and the following summer will jive 
quantities of, flowers until cut down by 
frost: The plants that have been grown 
in pots shuld be shifted into larger pots 
from time to time as the pots fill with 
roots, disturbing the ball of earth as lit- 
tle as possible; weak liquid manure may be 
given orce a week after the plants are in 
four-inch pots, increasing the amount 
somewhat as fall approaches and buds ap- 
pear. By November the plants should be 
in four or five inch pots and ready to 
bloom. _ Buds that appear during summer 
should be removed and the strength of 
the plant reserved for winter blooming. 

A sunny window in winter, where the 
temperature will not rise much dbove 55 
degrees, is most congenial to the carna- 
tion, the usual air and temperature of the 
living room being much too warm and 
dry for them. A room away from direct 
heat, that is one that receives its heat 
from another room, suits them admirably 
and this room should be*thoroughly aired 
every day, care being taken to protect the 
plants from drafts while this is being 
done. A scréen that can be pushed be- 
tween the plants and the open door ia a 
great. convenience and  protection.—From

NO UNCLAIMED MILLIONS. 


Untold millions are popularly believed to 
be hoarded up in the court of chancery 
waiting for next of Kin as yet ignorant of 
their good fortune.

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SMALLER COLLEGES 
GIVE UP FIGHT 


Western Intercollegiate Ath- 
letic Association Officially 
Declared Defunct. 


The Western Intercollegiate Amateur Ath- 
letic Association has died a natural death. 
Shorn of its mainstays by the withdrawal of 
the “big nine’ colleges last year, it weak- 
ened, gasped in a vain endeavor to respond 
to the coaxing of the smaller western col- 


leges which met under its auspices last June 
at Ravenswood, and has finally and official- 
ly turned up its toes. Thus the organiza- 
tion under which college athletics was first 
developed in the west, and at whose meets 
many of the greatest athletes of. America 
and the world first sprang into prominence 
has silently dropped out of sight. 

Wendell Huston, who promoted the last 
gsurgie of the association at Ravenswood 
last June, thus pronounced its obitrary no- 
tice Saturday: ‘““‘The Western Intercollegiate 
Amateur Athletic Association is dead. am 
undecided whether it committed sulcide or 
was murdered by its own members. The 
withdrawal of the ‘big nine’ colleges last 
year was a serious blow, but not necessarily 
fatal. The formation of the conference as- 
sociation lead most of the remaining mem- 
bers to illustrate that all-pervading impulse 
of human nature, to ‘climb into the band 
wagon.’ That was what finally did the busi- 
ness. I think the smaller colleges made a 
great mistake in deserting the ship—a mis- 
take they will realize sooner or later. After 
the flasco of a meet last June no one could 
be found to try the experiment of promot- 
ing another meet. No vote was necessary to 
deciare the association dead—it was too 
dead to need a vote.”
